I havo tho honor to invito attention to the fact that considorablo confueion 
and misunderstanding results from tho present methods of issuing, and caring for 
confidential publications and communications. The word "Confidential” as used in 
this connection seems to have no definite meaning. For example; an officer re-' 
ceivos a communication marked "Confidential" in which ho is informed that a 
certain movement of troops is to be mode and in which certain details of the move- 
ment are explained to him. Subsequently ho sees tho movement of the troops an- 
nounced in tho public press. Query: Do these press reports remove tho confiden- 
tiality of the information sent himT Does it remove tho restrictions as to the - 
details or only as to the general proposition? Again. The results of certain 
firing at Sandy Hook are issued in a pamphlet marked "Confidential". Years 
pass by, and the information contained in the pamphlet becomes common knowledge. 
Query: V!han, if ever, does the pamphlet cease tc, bo confidential? Again. Harbor 
charts are confidential publications, yet they are required to bo permanently at- 
tached to the walls of fire control stations. Signal Corps I/anual No. 8 is a 
confidential publication, yet it is freely given to enlisted men and civilian 
employees. Other confidential communications are required to be kept locked in 
a safe.

|\ (a) Confidential conirnuni cat ions should be olasr>ified according to ohe 

nature of their contents and the degree of confident 'ality that is to be observed, 

(b) menever practicable to do so, a time limit should bo fixed after which 
communications or publicatibns will no longer be considered confidential. 

(c) An annual return should be mode by officers of all confidential publica- 
tions in their possession on v/hich no time limit has been placed, or upon which 
the time limit has not expired. 

With reference to (a), the question of classification, the following classes 
are suggested. 

Class I. For the sole information of the person to whom it is addressed, 
unless some military necessity should exist for its being communicated- to others 
in which case the person to whom it is addressed assumes responsibility for such 

communication. 

Class II. For the sole information of commissioned officers of the Army,

Reraaxks: 

Telegrams are inherently confidential.. Outeide of officials of a 
telegraph company, no ono has sn authority to see a telegram, other than 
the sender and receiver, except on a subpoena duces tecu.m issued by a prop-, 
er court. 

A commanding officer of a post v/here the Signal Corps has a sta.tion 
has no right to inspect the files of telegrams , at least files other than 
those sent a.t government expense. 

The record- of the Signal Corps operators is excellent. I consider 
the enlisted personnel of the Signal Corps superior to that of any other 
arm. The leaJes that occur through the inadvertence or carelessness of 
enlisted men of the Signal Corps are few in number. Those occurring 
through intention on the part of these men are fewer still. In my opin- 
ion leaks most frequently occur through the fault of officers in leaving 
confidential matters open on their desks where others may read as they 
transact other business.

2. “ Secret ” ; when, by whom, and how affixed. — A document will be marked 
" Secret ” only when the Information it contains is of great importance and 
when the safeguarding of that information from actual or potential ciienries 
Is of prime necessity. The “ Secret ” mark will be placed on a document only 
by, or by authority of, the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff, a chief of an 
arm, staff corps or department, or an officer commanding a territorial depart- 
ment or corps area, a tactical division, or a higher tactical unit The “Secret ” 
mark will be accompanied by the designation of the autliority affixing it, or by 
authority of which it is being affixed, and will be dated and initialed by the 
■officer affixing it. 

3. General precautions to protect contents. — a. A document marked “Secret” 
Is for the personal Information and use of the officer to whom It Is officially 
Intrusted. He will be personally responsible for its safe custody and will 
exercise every precaution to prevent unauthorized i>er...ons gaining information 
as to Its existence, its whereabouts, or its contents. He will disclose informa- 
tion as to Its existence. Its whereabouts, or Its contents only to those whose 
duties absolutely require that they have such Information ; the number of such 
persons will be limited as much as the necessity of the case permits; and tlie 
amount of Information disclosed will be limited to that which is absolutely 
essential to the proper execution of the duties of the persons to whom It is given. 
No person who has Information as to the existence, the whereabouts, or tlie 
contents of a secret document will disclose any Information whatever relative 
thereto, except ns prescribed above. 
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b. No document marked “ Secret" will be taken Into front line trenches In a 
theater of wa-, or to any other place In which there is a similar danger of 
capture by the enemy. 

c. Documents classed ns “ Secret ” will not be referred to In any catalogue 
or. publication which is not Itself marked “Secret.” ; 

4. How prepared for transmission ; by whom opened; receipt. — a. For trans- 
mission to another person, whether by mall, messenger, or olher%vlse, including 
messengers passing between the bureaus and offices of the War Department, 
or between different offices of tlie same headquarters, the sender of a docu- 
ment marked “ Secret ” will Inclose it in an inner and an outer cover. The 
inner cover will be a sealed wx-apper or envelope addressed in the usual way, 
but idalnly marked “Secret” in such manner that the notation may bo most 
readily seen when the outer cover is removed. The inner cover will contain a 
receipt form which will Identify the addresser, the addressee, and the document. 
The package thus prepared will then be inclosed in an outer cover, which will 
be sealed and addressed in the ordinary manner with no notation to Indicate 
the secret natnre of tlie contents. (See par. 10.) 

b. So far as practicable the inner cover marked “ Secret ” will be opened only 
by the oflTcer to whom addressed. When the inner cover is opened, the receipt 
form will be dated and signed by the receiving officer and returned to the 
sender at the earliest practicable moment.

I, The problea presented . 

Shall AE 330-5, Documents, be revised In order to attain 
greater security in the handling and safeguarding of secret and 
confidential documents and to coordinate Army Eegulations with those 
of the Navy? 

II, Facts bearing unon the nroblem . 

1. The Navy Department has twice, on December 28, 1932, 
and on January 25, 1935, formally requested the War Department to 
establish a single standard of security requirements for the two 
services in handling and safeguarding secret and confidential docra- 
ments. Replies to both communications indicated that it was thou^.t 
ii^)racticable for the two services to operate under identical 
regulations. 

2. The differences which have long ^sted in the regula- 
tions of the two services have bean farther increased by the intro- 
duction of the term "Eeatricted" into Array Eegulations 330-5, in the 
revision dated February 12, 1935, with a meaning greatly different 

1 from that of the same term as employed by the Navy, which uses it on 
documents of all kinds in place of our “For Official Use Only.” 

TThile it is true that our term "Eestricted" is applied only to 
documents affecting the national defense within the meaning of the 
Espionage Act, it is especially desirable -that no confusion regarding 
the meaning of this term should ezist in the minds of manufacturers 
and others who do business with both the Army and the Navy. In order 
to eliminate differences in terminology and establish common standards 
with the Navy, and to increase the security afforded to secret and 
confidential matters, a complete revision of AH 330-5 has been 
prepared. A summary of important changes is attached hereto as 
Appendix A; a cross index of old and revised paragraphs is attached 
as Apps^^^ B. .

3. Z& preparing tlia attached revision of AR 330~5, the 
detailed recomnendationa and suggestions of the Chief Signal Officer 
and the Chief of Chemical V^arfare Service, and the comments of the Chief 
of Ordnance, Cnief of Engineers, and Chief of the Air Corps have been 
carefully conaidered, and adopted with very minor exertions. The re- 
vision has heen very carefully examined hy two officers on duty in the 
Office of the Chief of ITaval Operations, who have stated in writing 
that its adoption will bring the two services into practically cos^ilete 
agreement on this subject. 

4. Because of the proposed adoption of the term “Restricted" 
in place of 'Tor Official Use Only," it is necessary that paragraph 4^, 
AR 850-25, be drastically revised. Since the Assistant Chief of Staff, 
G-4, is engaged in a conQ>lete revision of AR 850-25, this office has 
cooperated by e^^aading, and revising paragraph 4^ in Section VI thereof; 
a copy is attached in order that related subjects may be considered 
together.

(1) (a) Tlio term "aocuments” as uscyOa. this connection will 
he understood to embrace phj-sical matter In the nature of pub- 
lications (books, booklets, pamphlets, codes, ciphers), charts, 
blutairints, letters, messages, photographs, photographic negatives, 
sketches, plans, maps, writings, notes, and oilier lilce matter. 

(&) Wliero a document is of such nature as to permit of no 
doing and to necessitate classificatiou in accordance with article 
15'/i it sliall ho conspioously stamped or marked “secret,’’ "con- 
Cdcntlal,’’ or "restricted,’’ on the first page and on the cover and 
title page, if any, and in addition, caeli sheet of a secret docu- 
ment shall he so stamped or marked. It is not intended that 
this article shall apply to documents which by order or custom 
arc limited in circulation without special idcntlficatiou, such as 
fitness reports, and the records of courts martial and courts of 
inauiry.

2. “iiccret” matter is corre.-^pondence or information which fhotild be 

known only to the pcrscoi addressed, or to other person-; to whom he is 
Epecificallv anthorized to coniinuiiicate it. In war time, specifically, 
that wl icli relates to pro.;ent or future defensive or offcnsi\ 0 operations 
against an enemy. This inchides all current instructions to and reports 
from c aerating forces, codes and ciphers, movement orders to ye^sels, 
all correspondence which has to do with active operations ag;iinst the 
enemy, and any current information which, if known, would assist the 
enemy to determine in advance the nature of offensive nieasiirc.s or 
weapon whitdi the United States or her allies were planning to u.«e 
agaies' him. . 

3. "Confidential” matter torrc.spondcnce or information which 
would prove of value to an enemy (or in time of ponce to a foreign 
goven. ricnt), but which docs not relate to measures or wc-tpon-s which 
the United States is prc],'aring to use against him, and is not vital to 
the scc-ccv of prc.sent or future policy. 

4. “ soiiconlidcniial” matter is corrc.spondencc or information which 
relates 10 incth'xl.s of procedure regularly followed and to other aubjccis, 
a full knowledge of which could, by no pcissibilily, be of use to the 
enemy. 

5. “Secret” matter mnat be opened, transmitted, and h.andlcd by 
an officer, and shall be at all times actually or potentially in the pos.scs- 
sion of coinmi.ssioncd olficers only. 

6. “Confidential” matter shall'be subject to the same regulations as 
“secret” with the provUion that officers may dolc,gate their pcr.sonal 
responsibility to others whom they believe, by reason of adequate 
personal investigation, to be in every respect rtdiablc, tcnii>ciate, 
close-mouthed, and dependable. The circulation and the handling 
of "confidential ” matter will be in accordance with existing regulations. 

7. All “secret” and all “confideulial”. correspondence will . be 
stamped as such-on tlic fir.U. or cover sheet. It is not sutliciont to typo 
the word “secret” or "conriilcntial,” as this docs not indicate con- 
spicuously the charaeler of the corrc-sponclence. 

8. Tho dislinction between “secret ' and “confidential'’ is a fine 
one, and as iiiformation may uncxpcclodly come to have a bearing 
which should be secret, exticme care and constant thought should bo 
applied to maintain .sei lecy as extensively and lliormiglily as is hu- 
manly possibW. The- importance and vital iieec-sity of keeping the 
enemy in icnorance ni i>!aiis and operations is too generally blindly 
and thoughtlessly disrc);arded.

U Executive order — ^Payment of losses sustained by officers, etc.. In 
foreign countries due to appreciation of foreign currencies.— In connection 
with Section IV, Bulletin No. 1, War Department, 1935, and Section III, Enlle- 
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tin No. 6, War Department, 1930, the following Executive order (No. 7766) la 
published for the Information and guidance of all concerned: 
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EXECUTIVE ORDEB 

AuEtntuENT ov ExacuTiYB Obdeb No. 6928 or Deceubeb 24, 1934, aa Ame3<de3> 

By virtue of and pursuant to the authority vested in me by the act of March 
20, 1934, ch. 87, 48 Stat. 460, as amended by the act of August 14, 1937, Public 
No 287— 75th Congress, paragraphs (d) and (e) of section 3 of Executive 
Order No. 6928 of December 24, 1934, as amended by Executive Order No. 7312 
of March 9, 1936, prescribing regulations for payment of losses sustained by 
officers, enlisted men, and employees of the United States In foreign countries 
on account of appreciation of foreign currencies in their relation to the Ameri- 
can dollar, are hereby amended to read as follows : 

“(d) In case of a foreign country In which the loss cannot be calculated on 
the basis of conversion into the currency of that country but, in consequence 
of local law or regulaUon, is required to be calculated on the basis of the appre- 
ciation in relation to the dollar of a noncircnlating monetary unit in which 
prices of commodities and services ore quoted but not payable — the dollar Itself 
being used in payment therefor — the loss Is authorized to be computed on that 
basis. In case the currency In circulation in a particular province or distinct 
portion of a foreign country is different from the currency in circulation else- 
where In that country, for which a bash; rate is herein prescribed, the exchange 
losses for such portion of the country may nevertheless be computed upon the 
basic rate prescribed for the country as a whole. 

“(e) In case of employees employed in or on assignment or detail to posts 
In countries having local laws and regulations preventing or limiting, subse- 
quent to April 1, 1934, conversion of local currency into foreign exchange, their 
net salary and net allowances while they are at their post of duty in such 
country may be converted in a country other than that in which they are sta- 
tioned and the losses so sustained since April 1, 1934, or hereafter sustained 
thereon, shall be reimbursed, but in no cose la an amount greater than would 
have been reimbursable bad the net salary and net allowances been converted 
at the post of duty: Provided, that if in any country having such laws and 
regulations, the rate at which foreign currencies may be exchanged into the 
local currency Is fixed on the basis of the currency of a third country, the 
appreciation loss on net salary and net allowances, regardless of conversion, 
may be reimbursed in an amount that would have been reimbursable had net 
salary and net allowances been converted in the third country the currency of 
which is used as the basis for the rate at which foreign currencies may be ex- 
changed Into the currency of the country in which stationed.” 

The foregoing amendment of section 3 (d) shall be effective as of July 1. 1933, 
and the amendment of section 3 (e) shall be effective as of February 1, 1930.

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• I Act of Congress — Aircraft procurement for national defense facilitated. — 

The following act of Congress (Public, No. -426 — ^7Cth Cong.) Is published for 
the information and guidance of all concerned: 

An Act To facilitate the procurement of aircraft for the national defense. 

Be it enacted bv the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of Atnerica in Congress assembled. That, until June 30, iskl, whenever con- 
tracts are to be awarded as a result of competitive bids for furnishing the War 
Department or the Navy Department with aircraft, aircraft parts, and acces- 
sories therefor, the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy is authorized 
to award a contract for the aircraft, aircraft parts, and accessories to be 
purchased as a result of any such competition to the bidder that the said 
Secretary shall find to be the lowes'. responsible bidder that can satisfactorily 
perform the work or service requirec to the best advantage of the Government, 
or, in his discretion and when such action is considered necessary by the said 
Secretary in the interest of the national defense, to award contracts for snch 
aircraft, aircraft parts, and accessories to such bidders, not exceeding three 
in number, as said Secretary shah hnd to be the lowest rcsx>onsible bidders that 
can satisfactorily perform the wori or the service required to the best ad- 
vantage' of the Government. The diterminations as to such multiple award-s 
and the necessity for making the seme shall be based upon quality, timc.s and 
rate of delivery, price and the prevention of the overloading of a plant or plants 
and such division of awards shah be made only when fonnd by the said 
Secretary to be in the interest of the national defense: Provided, That no 
awards shall be made at prices in exjess of those offered by the bidders in any 
such competition and that the dcciaon of the Secretary of the Department 
concerned as to the award of any suen contract, or contracts, the interpretation 
of the provisions thereof, and the pppheation and administration of the same 
shall not be reviewable, otherwise ti.an as may be therein provided for, by any 
officer or tribunal of the United Stt tes except the President and the Federal 
courts: Provided further. That a report shall be made to the Congress by the 
Secretary of the Department concerned in the case of any competition a.s a 
result of which quantity contracts are entered into under authority of this Act 
with more than one bidder, immediately upon the execution of such contracts, 
setting forth the articles purchased, the prices paid therefor, the name or names 
of each bidder, and of each contractor receiving a contract, and the particular 
reasons for awarding each of such contracts : Provided further. That any con- 
tract entered into under the authority hereby granted, for the construction of 
any complete aircraft or any portion thereof, shall be subject to the applicable 
profit-limitation provisions of the Act of March 27, 1934 (48 Stat. 00.1), as 
amended by the Act of June 23, 1936 (49 Stat. 1D2G), and as further amended 
by the Act of April 3, 1939 (Public, Numbered 18, Seventy-sixth Congress) : 
Provided further. That procurement of aircraft, aircraft parts, and acces.sories 
therefor shall be made under authority of this Act only when in the opinion 
of the Secretary of the Department concerned such action Is necessary in 
.the public Interest: Provided further. That the authority herein panted shall 
' not be construed to abrogate, repeal, or suspend any of the provisions of Re- 
vised Statutes (3709, U. S. C. 41:5), the Act of March 2, 1901 (31 Stat 9ai). 
the Act of July 2, 1926 (44 Stat 787), section 14 of the Act of April 3, 1939 
(Public, Numbered 18, Seventy-sixth Congress), or of the Act of July 13, 1939 
(Public, Numbered 168, Seventy-sixth Congress), or to prohibit the award of 
any contracts in any manner now authorized by law, hut shall be construed 
’ as additional legislation to be utilized under the conditions herein set forth, 
during the effective period of this Act: And provided further. That this Act 
shall be applicable under the conditions herein set forth to awards of con- 
tracts upon which competitive bids have been heretofore requested or received 
ns a result of which contracts have not been awarded. 

Approved, March 5, 1940. 
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II Executive order — Certain vital military and naval installations and 

equipment defined. — The following Executive Order (No. 8381) is published for 
the information und guidance of all concerned : 

EXECUTIVE OEDEB ' 

DE.^xKiKa Cebtain VrCAi, Muxeabt jun> Navai. litszaix.aTiORB abd Equiyu^r 

WHEREAS section 1 of the act of January 12, 11^, 62 Stat. 3,‘ provides: 

“That, whenever, in the interests of national defense, the President shall de- 
fine certain vital military and naval installations or equipment as requiring 
protection against the general dissemination of information relative thereto, 
it shall be unlawful to make any photograph, sketch, picture, drawing, map, or 
gr iphlcal representation of such vital military and naval installations or equiij- 
mciit without first obtaining permission of the commanding officer of the 
mil tary or naval jjost, camp, or station concerned, or higher authority, and 
pro nptly submitting the product obtained to such commanding officer or higher 
aut.ioiity for censorship or such other action as he may deem necessary. Any 
per ton found guilty of a violation of this section shall npou conviction be 
puilshed by a line of not more than $1,000 or by imprisonment for not more 
tha 1 one year, or by both such fine and Imprlsorment.” 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authcrity vested In me by the fore- 
goiig statutory proyisions, and in effectuation of the purposes of the said act 
of . anuary 12, 1938, I hereby define the following as vital military and naval 
instillations or equipment requiring protection pgainst the general dlssemina- 
tiO!i of information relative thereto: 

1. All military or naval installations and equipment which are now classified, 
designated, and marked imder the authority or at the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War or the Secretary of the Navy as “secret”, “confidential”, or “re- 
stricted", and all military or naval iiistallations and equipment which may 
her- after be so classified, designated, and marked with the approval or at the 
dire,.tlon of the President, and located within: 

(a) Any military or naval reservation, post, arsenal, proving ground, range, 
mli e field, camp, fort, yard, station, district, or area. 

(I>) Any defensive sea area heretofore or hereafter established and existing 
und >r authority of section 44 of the United States Criminal Code, as amended 
by the act of March 4, 1917, 39 Stat. 1194 (U.S.C., tiUe 18. sec. 96). 

(c) Any airspace reservation heretofore or hereafter established and existing 
under authority of section 4 of the Air Commerce Act of 1926 (44 Stat. 570, 
U.S.C., title 49, sec. 174). 

(d) Any naval harbor closed to foreign vessels. 

(e) Any area required for fleet purposes. 

(f) Any commercial establishment engaged in the development or manufac- 
ture of military or naval arms, munitions, equipment, designs, ships, or vessels 
for the United States Army or Navy. 

2. All mlUtary or naval aircraft, weapons, ammunition, vehicles, ships, 
vessels, instruments, engines, manufucturing machinery, tools, devices, or any 
other equipment whatsoever, in the possession of the Army or Navy, or in the 
course of experimentation, development, manufacture, or delivery for the Army 
or Navy, which are now classified, designated, and marked under the authority 
or at the direction of the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy 
as “secret”, “confidential”, or “restricted”, and all such articles, materials, or 
equipment which may hereafter be so classified, designated, and marked vrith 
the approval or at the direction of the President. 

8. AU official military or naval books, pamphlets, documents, reports, maps, 
charts, plans, designs, models, drawings, photographs, contracts, or speelflea- 
tlons, which are now marked under the authority or at the direction of the
